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SENATOR STAHMER: Senator Goodrich perhaps I am loosing
something, but I thought that you wanted to be able to
acquire property without having public notices. This would
require public not1ce and.....

SENATOR GOODRICH: That was the or1ginal 1ntent of the bill
but let me....I have to go back and explain something I
guess to make it clear. What it bo1ls down to now in the
statutes we have a problem, the problem is that 1f someone
is going to be a w1111ng buyer, willing seller, we have
that situation the public ennity regardless of what publ1c
ennity it is, they can't even talk to them bout it before
they they determine what price there would be. This 11terally
the amendment puts the b111 1n th1s shape that at least they
can talk about it and see what price it would be so that when
the do give the public notice and have a public hear1ng they
have the facts. Now, I have no objections to this whatso­
ever. I suggest that we adopt the amendment to the b111 and
advance i t .

SENATOR STAHMER: Senator Goodrich, in other words if we
adopt this amendment then they can talk ahead of time but
after the talk1ng 1f they want to do something, there w111
be a publ1c notice and there will be a publ1c hearing 1n all
instances.

SENATOR GOODRICH: They can not consumate the1r purchases or
sale either one without first having the public notice and
publ1c hearing. They can d1scuss 1t, but they can not con­
summate the sale unt11 such time they have had the publ1c
h earing and no t i c e .

SENATOR STAHMER: That would also 1nclude the rece1pt of
g1fts of land?

SENATOR GOODRICH: Yes, frankly it does.

S ENATOR STAHMER: Thank y o u .

PRESIDENT: Any further d1scussion of the amendment? Senator
Kramer.

SENATOR KREMER: Mr. Cha1rman, I think that we are a 11ttle
bit confused here, I think we are talking about two different
Cavanaugh amendments. His first amendment was simply to strike
the word not on 11ne five. I th1nk that what we are Mking
about now is a different amendment. I would 11ke to have
clarificat1on of 1t.

PRESIDENT: Alr1ght, what amendment do we have? Clerk w111
read the amendment.

CLERK: Read .

SENATOR KREMER: I th1nk that we are talking about a d1fierent
amendment now, so there 1s confusion here.

PRESIDENT: Senator Goodrich.

SENATOR GOODRICH: This is the or1ginal Cavanaugh Amendment
that the Clerk read. Th1s should not be adopted that should
have been withdrawn when Cavanaugh put the second amendment
1n, he was supposed to have withdrawn the first amendment.
